- GREAT FIRE

Heartrending Scenes Enacted at
Burning of Iroquois Theater
in Chicago.

——

OVER FIVE HUNDRED DEAD

Mad Rush Occurs Upon First Alarm
and Women and Children Are
Trampled to Death by the
Stronger Ones.

—_—

Qhicago, Deo. 31.—About 660 people
were killed In 10 minutes yesterday aft
erpoon during the fire In the Iroquols
theater, the newest, largest, and, s
far o buman power could malke It,
the safest theater In Chicago. Esti-
mates of the number of dead vary,
“The pollce count 680; the eatimate of
the newspapers Is 662. There were (0
people missing at midnight, the ma-
jority of whom are probably among
the dead. RKEighty-slx dead have been
posaitively identified and 93 others ars
now known to be Injured.

It will, be¢ many hours before the
number of dead ls accurately known
and many days befors all of them are
identified. There ure bodiea lying by
dogens In undertaking rooms, police
stations and in hospitals from which
nearly everything that could reveal
thelr Identity to those who knew them
best Is gone. The clothing Is torn to
ragh or burned to cinders and thelr
faces have been mashed into unrecog-
nigable pulp by the heels of the crowd
that trampled them down as they fled
for safety.

The fire broke out during the pecond
act of the play, “Mr. Blue Beard," the
first production in the theater wince its
aerection. The company, which was
very large, escaped lo the street in
safety. . Nearly all, however, were
compelled to flee Into the snow in the
wireets with no clothing but thelr
glight stage costumen, A few members
of the company sustalned minor injur-
tes, but none waa serlously hurt.

Darkness Delayed Work.

The fire chlef immedintely called up-
an all hisn men In the vieinlty to aban-
doh work on the fire and come at once
to the rescue, The bullding was so
dark and the smoke so thick that It
was found Impossible to nccomplish
anything until Hght had been secured
Word was at onoe sent to the Orr &
Lovkett Hardware Company near by,
and that firm placed Ita entire stock
of lanterns at the service of the de-
partment. Over 200 lghts were qulek-
¥ carrfed Into the bullding and the
work of rescue commenced., So rap-
Idly were the bodies brought down
thut In an hour there were two strenms
of men .in and out of the door, the one
varrying bodles and the other coms
poned of men returnlng to gel more,
The bodles were onrvied Into the
Thompseon reatnurant, which adjoins
the thealer on the east, where the
avallible spuce win given by the pro-
prietor, The dead and wounded were
placed on ehalrs, one woman even he-
ing placed, for lack of n better spot,
on the clgar cane,

Licenune of the tremendous throng
which surroundéd the block in which
the theater bullding stood It was not
v onsllbile for the police to carry the dead
upd wounded uny distance, and thoey
were compelled to walt for the ambu-
lamge 4t the theater, Although all the
patrol wagons und every ambulance
awned by the city was preased into ser-
vice, they were ulterly Inadequate to
WArry away the dead, and In a short
time thare was a line of corpues 60 feet
fong plled two and thres high on the
wldewalk In front of the theater. It
was found neceasary, in order to con-
vey the bodlesa rapldly to the morgue
and to the varlous undertaking estab-
fahments to presd trucks into service,
and In these, upon costly blankets fur-

uished by the drygoods stores in the
vicinity, und covered with the same
maib rinl, the dead were hauled away
practically like so much cordwood.
Merchants Lend Aid.

Thes merchants in the vicinity of t‘e
theater came to the emergency In
vplendid fashion. Marshall Field &
Company, Mandel Bros,, Schlessinger
& Mayer, Carson, Plerl, Scott & Com-
pany and other large drygoods stores
sont wngunload After  wagonload of
blankets, collg of linen and packages of
cotton to be used In binding up the
wounds of the Injured and to cover the
dead, The drugstores furnisghed thelr
stock to anybody that asked for it In
the name of people hurt in the fire,
Doctors and trained purdes were on
the ground by the score within half an
hour after the calamity was known
and every wounded person who was
carfled from the bullding received
prompt medical ald. A number of doc-
tors walted at the - entrunce to the
theater with stethescopes in hand, and
as so0on 48 p body which looked a8
though It might posessa life was car-
ried out It was at once examined and,
i dead, pluced on the plle lylng on the
widewalk, The othefs were at onee
pluced tn ambulances and whirled awny
to the hospitals or to the offices of
physicians in the vicinity.

Orlgin of the Fire.

Accounts of the origin of the fire are
Lonillcting, but the hest reason glven
1§ thint an electric wire on the lower
part of & plece of scenery broke and
grounded., The fire apread rapldly to-
waril the front of the stage, causing the
metcbord of the chorus to flee to the
wings with soreams of terror. The
fire in Itself up to this time was not
setious, and possibly could have bean
checked had not an asbestos curtain
(ecended about half way and then
atuck. [The fire was thus given 2 flue
through which n atrong draught was
setling, alded by doors which had been
thrown apen in the front of the theater,
With the rear flames shooting through
the opening over the heads of the peo-
ple on the first flocor, and reaching clear
up to those in the first balcony, the
fire caught them and burned them to
death whare they sat.

Immediately following the rush of
fnmea thepe came an explosion which
lifted the entire roof of the theater
from Hs walls, shattering the great
alkyllght into fragments, As 8oon &8
the flames appeared beyond the cur-
taln & man in the rear of the hall
shouted:

Firel fire!"

The entire nudience rofe as one per-
son and made for the doors, It Is be-
lleved the exploslon was caused by the
flames coming Ih contact with gns res-
ervolrs of the theater, causing them to
hurst.

Phe bullding In which the ealamity
aceurred stands midwny belween State
and Dearborn strests, un‘ the north
slde of Randolph street,

As near af ean bhe eatimated, about
1800 people wore in the theater. Three
hundred were on the fiest floor and
the tremninder in the baleonles and
hall ways.

All Ran Same Way

The audlence, In the rush for the
outer fle, seems to have chosen, for
the greater pirt, to flee to the left en-
tranee and attempt to make Its way
down the eastetn stalrway leading Into
the lobby of the theater. The oulside
people were burned and muffocated by
the gus, It wos on these two door-
wuyi ofi the first and second balconies
thitt the greatest losa of llfe occurred.
When the firemen entered the bulld-
Ing the bodles were found stretched In
an immense plle, This mass of dead
bodles In the center of the doorway
reached to within two feet of the top
of the passage way. All the corpses
At this point were of wornen and child-
ren. ‘The fight for life which must
have taken place at these two points
in something slmply beyond human
power to adequately describe. Only
a faint iden of its horror could be de-
